lf You W ere the Judge 
Car Dealer Tricked, 
Man Must Pay $500

W hen Rodney’s automobile developed a vehicle heart attack, 
a cracked block, he judiciously decided to trade it in for a 
new one. F irst, however, he played postm aster and sealed 
the crack with a temporary substance. As a result, the un­ 
suspecting car dealer gave him a tradein allowance based 
upon a robust vehicle instead of one that was ailing. 
Upon discovering the cracked block, the car dealer wanted 
to crack Rodney’s block, but sued him instead for fraud. 
“ By tem porarily sealing the block so that I wouldn’t notice 
the crack,” the dealer complained in court, “ Rodney got me 
to pay him $500 more than his old car was worth.” 
“ I no more had to tell him about the cracked block,” was 
Rodney’s answer, “ than a girl has to tell lier l>oyfriend that 
she wears false hips. He’s the expert. It was up to him to 
discover it and to pay me what he thought my car was worth.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make Rodney give 
the car dealer lack his $500? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that silence 
can be an act of fraud where a person has knowledge of a 
m aterial fact upon which lie knows another person is relying 
and says nothing. But, in this case, tile re was more than just 
a mere failure to speak. Rodney’s act of tem porarily sealing 
the block w as an act calculated to deceive; that he consciously 
tricked the dealer into giving him more money for his car than 
it was worth.

Don’t Dilute Your 
Braking Action 


The rain in our 
town 
stays 
mainly in the drains, as well it 
should. But spring 
downpours, 
often enhanced by melting snow, 
sometimes are more 
than the 
drainage system can handle. And 
there 
is 
water, water every­ 
where. 
The deepest 
of street floods 
seldom stops 
dauntless motor­ 
ists. 
Usually we plow right on 
through. But 
sometimes 
wet 
wiring 
brings 
us to an abrupt 
stop in the 
middle of a door- 
deep puddle. 
We 
are better 
off stranded 
there, however, than is the driv­ 
er who manages to forge through 
and 
immediately runs headlong 
into another car because he has 
no brakes. Water on brake lin­ 
ings 
reduces 
braking 
ability 
to almost nothing. 
Brakes 
work on the principle 
of 
friction. When you press the 
pedal, 
the 
brake 
shoes 
are 
forced against the drum. Withu 
thin film of 
spring 
rain water 
between these friction surfaces, 
jou may be in deep trouble. 
To prevent 
such a problem, 
avoid 
flooded areas whenever 


possible. But if jou must forge 
ahead, 
proceed 
slowly in low 
gear, with a 
light pressure on 
the brake pedal. This helps keep 
most of the water from getting 
where 
it 
can do any harm. 
As 
soon 
as 
you are in the 
clear, 
test your brakes to see 
that 
they work norm ally. When 
they are wet, they may pull to one 
side 
or require a lot of foot 
pressure for 
a 
little stopping 
action. 
The 
tiling 
to do about 
this 
is 
dry them out. Hold medium 
brake 
pressure for 
about ten 
seconds 
while maintaining nor­ 
mal driving speed. 
This heats 
up the brake 
drum and lining, 
speeding evaporation of the wa­ 
ter. 
Then release 
the pedal for a 
minute 
or two, 
to allow things 
to cool off a bit. Repeat the pro­ 
cess until the symptoms ofwet 
brakes have disappeared. 
By going through this routine, 
you 
probably 
can handle 
the 
sm all lake on your street with­ 
out 
mishap. . .IF jour brakes 
are 
in good condition. To 
be 
sure 
yours 
are, have 
them 
checked 
-and serviced if ser­ 
vice is indica te d -at le a st twice 
a year, beginning now. 
Otherwise, you could very well 
find 
yourself, as 
thej s a j,u p 
the creek without

IN T E RN A L S EC U RIT Y : 
A T IM E TO ACT 
In this era of cold war, In which 
Communism Is waging a war of 
propaganda, subversion and clan­ 
destine 
operations against the 
United States, the Am erican re ­ 
public has need of a fully adequate 
internal security law. Those who 
wage 
war 
against the United 
States from within have to be 
handled with as effective means 
as U. S. armed 
forces 
use 
against Communist troops in the 
field. 
Unfortunately, there are huge 
gaps in the nation’s internal se­ 
cu rity. In recent years, the U.S. 
Suprem e Court has invalidated 
much f the legislation enacted 
in the 1940s to give the Am erican 
people protection against 
their 
enem ies. 
The 
W arren Court 
thus has left this nation cruelly 
exposed to manipulation by the 
hate-Am erican elements operat­ 
ing inside the country. 
At long last, a comprehensive 
effort is under way to plug the 
gaps in Am erica’s internal se­ 
cu rity system 
Sen. Jam es O. 
Eastland (D-M iss.), with strong 
bipartisan 
support, 
has intro­ 
duced a proposed new Internal 
Secu rity Act of 1908. 
It is out­ 
standing legislation and, if en­ 
acted, should give the republic 
protection 
against the internal 
adversaries of the United States. 
Sen 
Eastland has pointed out 
that “ any person who owes a lle ­ 
giance to the U.S. and yet gives 
aid or comfort knowingly or w ill - 
fully, to the Viet Cong or to North 
Vietnam or to any other nation 
or arm ed group engaged in ojien 
h ostilities 
against the 
United 
States, hostilities in which A m er­ 
ican boys are fighting and dying, 
certain ly should be punished.’’ 
But the Senator also pointed out 
that “ so long as we remain in a 
state 
of 
cold 
war, where the 
constitutional crim e of treason 
is virtu ally impossible to com­ 
mit, there will be no way to reach 
persons who aid or would aid ad­ 
versa ries of the United States.” 
The proposed Internal Security 
Act of 1908 should cover this situ­ 
ation. 
Among the excellent and 
necessary features of the bill are 
prohibitions against teaching or 
advocating the forceful, violent 
overthrow of government 
The bill also would extend the 
statute of limitations in cases of 


treason, espionage, sabotage, se­ 
dition and subversive activities. 
M oreover, the bill would make it 
a crim inal offense to commit acts 
which, if committed in wartime, 
would constitute treason under 
the Constitution. 
This 
new 
offense 
would 
l>e 
defined as giving of aid or com­ 
fort to an adversary of the United 
States by an overt aei performed 
by a person owing allegiance to 
the United States. The term “ ad­ 
versa ry” would be specifically 
defined to mean any foreign na­ 
tion or armed group which is en­ 
gaged in open hostilities against 
the United States or with which the 
armed forces of Am erica are en­ 
gaged in open hostilities. 


II the United States had such a 
law at the present time, it would 
provide a means of dealing effec­ 
tively with North Vietnam's allies 
inside the USA. Hanoi has true 
w ar partners in the U.S., per­ 
sons such as those who have col­ 
lected blood to send to the Viet 
Cong, who have tried to halt troop 
trains In California, and who have 
demonstrated outside plants en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of war 
m aterials needed by U.S. sol­ 
diers in Vietnam 
Sen. Eastland hopes that the pro­ 
posed new Internal security Act 
w ill 
have 
a 
speedy 
passage 
through 
Congress. 
Indeed 
it 
should, for this is a vital war 
measure. It is not enough to fight 
the 
Communists 
in Asia; the 
Communists 
and their fellow- 
travelers on the domestic scene 
also are a menace to the freedom 
of the Am erican people. 
The public can be surp, howev­ 
e r, that the Communist Party, 
USA, the New Left and all the 
hard-core radical groups trying 
to help defeat the U.S. in V iet­ 
nam will coordinate their plans 
and propaganda to try to defeat 
Sen. Eastland’s bill. 
It is im ­ 
perative, therefore, 
that loyal 
Am ericans let Congress and the 
President know what thev sup­ 
port the objectives of the pro­ 
posed Internal security Act. A 
flood of letters and telegrams 
to members of Congress and to 
the White House would counter­ 
act the predictable leftwingcam ­ 
paign and help speed enactment 
of this legislation

WHEN HOTELS WERE 
PLENTIFUL 
When I was a boy Paris 
had 
fou r hotels. Two of them were 
brick stru ctu res, three stories 
hig h. On e was the Glen n , which 
was bu ilt before the Civ il War; 
the other, the Dooley , bu ilt 
in 
the middle 8 0's. 
Their charg e 
for room an d three meals a day 
was $2. 
Most of the trav elin g 
men patron ized them, partly be­ 
cau se each had sample rooms in 
which larg e display s of 
shoes, 
clothin g , millin ery an d wares of 
v ariou s sorts cou ld be display ed 
an d from which local merchan ts 
made selection s. 
The other two hotels, the Mas­ 
ter son an d the Harley , were larg e 
frame 
stru ctu res, 
with man y 
rooms. 
Their rates 
for board 
an d room were $1 a day or $3.50 
by the week. Those who wan ted 
on ly on e meal cou ld 
g et 
g ood 
on es for 25 cen ts. 
For man y y ears, first at the 
Harley Hotel, then at the Dooley , 
the 
lan dlord was Jim B arrett, 
a n ativ e of En g lan d. He made his 
din in g room famou s for the qu al­ 
ity of its steaks an d roasts,all of 
which were bou g ht an d prepared 
u n der 
his su perv ision . Before 
comin g to America he g ain ed 
con siderable fame as a pu g ilist. 
Asked why he qu it that g ame,the 
old lan dlord said that, while g ood 
with his fists, he ju st 
cou ldn 't 
stan d pu n ishmen t. 
On e of his hotel lackey s was a 
Neg ro boy , Oscar Major. Hav in g 


g rown to hu g e proporation s an d 
u n able to g et arou n d on his feet, 
Jim directed thin g s from a larg e 
chair in his hotel office. Often 
when Oscar's lazin ess prov oked 
him to su preme an g er, 
the old 
pu g ilist wou ld in v olke a hig her 
power by shou tin g : 
“ Oscar, I 
pray God y ou may come n ig h me 
so that I mig ht kn ock the hell ou t 
of y ou ," a pray er 
Oscar 
was 
n ev er willin g to help an swer. 
Hotel workers receiv ed less 
for a week's 
work that most of 
them g et n ow 
for on e day . The 
cooks were paid $4 a week, the 
din in g - room g irls $3 a week, 
which was more than was paid for 
sim ilar work in priv ate homes. 
Althou g h all dru mmers 
tra­ 
v eled by train to poin ts on the 
railroad, they had to reach ou t­ 
ly in g town s an d v illag es by liv ­ 
ery stable tran sportation . Most 
liv ery men had tru cks v ery mu ch 
like the pick-u p 
motor 
tru ck 
today . The dru mmer rode with 
the driv er. His tru n ks were car­ 
ried in the open space 
back of 
the seat. 
The u su al charg e for 
team, rig an d 
driv er was $3 a 
day . Sometimes the dru mmer

an d rig for a week, which made 
bu sin ess for liv ery stables an d 
stoppin g places

The Glen n Hotel was a social 
cen ter du rin g two or three g en ­ 
eration s.

an d balls, while in its

office man y a n ov ice learn ed to 
play checkers, cards an d chess. 
Prior 
to the Civ il War 
its 
lan dlord 
for sev eral y ears was 
the Rev . An derson Woods, a pio­ 
n eer 
Baptist preacher who be­ 
liev ed that dan cin g was a short* 
cu t to hell. 
On on e 
occasion , 
after he had mou n ted his horse 
an d set ou t for ev an g elistic ef­ 
forts in Boon e Cou n ty , the y ou n g 
people persu aded his wife tolet 
them hav e a dan ce in the din in g 
room that n ig ht. 
Ev ery body promised to keep the 
matter secret. Ju st as the affair 
had g otten a g ood start, when the 
fiddlers were fiddlin g , the caller 
was callin g , the dan cers were 
dan cin g , an d all was g oin g merry 
as the prov erbial marriag e bell, 
the 
ballroom door was jerked 
open an d in dashed Rev . Woods. 
He was ou trag ed an d fu riou s at 
su ch g oin g s on in his hotel.With­ 
ou t pau sin g to arg u e, the rev el­ 
ers fled ou t in to the n ig ht, leav ­ 
in g the old m in ister an d his g ood 
wife

that Rev . 
Woods 
had been u n able to con ­ 
tin u e his jou rn ey to Boon e Cou n ty

GETTING INTO SOCIETY 
When I was a boy the poorer 
class of people were 
no more 
popular with the wealthier class 
a s prospects for the Social Re­ 
gister than is now the case. They 
most always 
were overlooked 
when invitation lists were boing 
made out for social 
functions. 
The church mite 
provided 
an 
occasional bridge 
for 
the gap 
which separated the cla sses. Tile 
mite was so called because a 
silver dime, reminiscent of the 
scriptural w idow’s mite, was the 
price of adm ission. 
Most 
any 
poor boy or girl could get that 
much together 
on two or three 
day’s notice. In addition to the 
games and fun church leaders 
had provided, it was worth the 
money to see how rich people 
lived and make note of the luxur­ 
ies they enjoyed. 
I had a heart • breaking experi­ 
ence at one of those m ites. Tile 
game of “ Post office” was being 
played. Along with most of the 
others, I was called to where a 


girl would say, “ Heavy, heavy, 
hangs over your head; fine or 
superfine?” If the w rong guess 
was made, as 
most always the 
case, the 
victim was ordered 
to do something that would tie 
laughable 
to the crowd. 
I was 
condemned 
ti' advance to a full 
length mirror and give m yself a 
kiss. 
When I 
returned 
to my seat 
and the laughter 
had subsided, 
a local belle about my age loudly 
whispered to the lovely girl whose 
home w e were in, “ If I were you, 
I’d wash that m irror,” to which 
the other 
girl replied, “ That’s 
what 
I’m planning to do.” This 
is comedy to me now. It 
w’as 
tragedy then. 
The mite always was given for 
the benefit of som e local church 
treasury. As a rule, it resulted 
in several dollars for the Lord 
and many pleasant memories for 
the 
youthful 
custom ers. 
The 
church 
also 
staged 
candy- 
pulling, 
Sunday 
school picnics 
and other 
diversions at which 


there were no social distinctions. 
The patron just paid a small ad­ 
mission fee and took his chances 
on so cia l reco g n itio n .

cent, was considered irreligious. 
Still my mother not only tolerated

terary lights, but permitted her

ternoon. 
On one occasion my brother Ed­

good scolding and told to keep 
out of the house.

blooms). Orange Jubilee has the new ‘ hedge” 
type growth with plants in a row so uniform 
and compact that it is possible to use them as an 
unclipped blooming hedge about 2 feet high. 
The 4-inch-wide blossoms, as you see from 
the illustration, are of the double, giant carna­ 
tion-type. They appear on the plants earlier than 


those of the taller varieties with similar blooms 
and are held well above the foliage. 
The second award-winning marigold, First 
Lady, also is a hybrid, also is vigorous in growth 
and early-blooming. It, too, has double blooms 
of the carnation type. 
And, although 
lower crowing 
(16 to

inches tall) it also can be used for a hedge.

Move the seedlings to a sunny place in the 
garden as soon as frosts are over and they'll 
be blooming long before plants of the same 
variety sown directly in the ground. 


Women’s 
Health

Women are more conscientious 
than men about taking care o) 
their teeth, dentists have no­ 
ticed. And their fastidiousness 
has finally begun to pay divi­ 
dends. 
When the American Dental As­ 
sociation made a survey in 1952, 
it found that women had more 
cavities than men but sufiereo 
less from gum disease. By 19C5 
- the year of the Assocation’s 
most recent survey — both sexes 
had about the same amount of 
tooth decay, men still had more 
gum disease, and nearly 25 per­ 
cent more of the men than the 
women wore complete dentures. 
Presumably, women’s fastid­ 
iousness (and vanity) have en­ 
abled them to benefit more than 
men from the new techniques and 
new discoveries that have trans­ 


formed dentistry. “ Major re - 
search into oral health was dor­ 
mant until 10 to 15 years ago,” 
observes Dr. Harvey Lyon of the 
American 
Dental 
Association. 
“ Now it is all changing.” 
TEETH AND PREGNANCY 
Research has 
demolished a 
“ truism” that women must re­ 
sign themselves to losing “ a 
tooth for every child.” This turns 
out to be a slander against preg­ 
nancy. Extensive, scientific stu­ 
dies comparing pregnant and non­ 
pregnant women show that there 
is no direct connection between 
child-bearing and tooth decay. 
But there may lie an indirect, 
avoidable connection. Dr. How­ 
ard Taylor, chief obstetrician at 
Cleveland Clinic Foundation Hos­ 
pital, suggests that the diet of 
some pregnant women may be at 
fault, particularly the peculiar 
eating habits and food cravings 
of the early 
months of preg­ 
nancy. 
Moreover, when women subject 
to attacks of nausea substitute 
irregular 
snacks 
for 
regular 
meals, they are also following a 
regime conducive to increased 


decay; the more frequently you 
eat; the more likely you are to 
develop cavities. 
Although pregnancy has been 
exonerated as a decay.producer, 
it is now known that pregnancy 
does induce inflammation of the 
gums, or gingivities, a condition 
that also occurs during menstrua, 
tion. Believed to be a response 
to the hormonal changes that take 
place during these periods, gin­ 
givitis disappears by itself once 
the child is born. 
Pregnancy and dental care do 
not mix well. Ideally, you should 
attend to all your dental prob­ 
lems before you actually become 
pregnant. This may take a bit 
of advance planning but it is 
highly advisable. If you do visit 
your 
dentist 
after 
becoming 
pregnant, 
be sure to tell him 
of your condition so that he will 
cover your stomach with a lead 
apron before taking an x-ray. 
General anesthesia can also en­ 
danger the unborn baby. 
FLUO RIDES PROVE 
V A LU A BLE 
Today’s children should grow 
up with far healthier mouths than 
their parents, prim arily as a re­ 
sult of the proven value of flu­ 
orines in reducing decay. Com­ 
prehensive studies covering sev­ 
eral 
decades 
have shown that 
adding one part per million of 
fluoride to a community’s wa­ 
ter supply reduces decay among 
children by 50 to GO percent. 
“ Topical” fluorides, applied to 
the surface of the tooth in the 
form of a 
solution, a gel, a 
pumice, or 
in toothpaste, are 
also higlily effective. 
Although fluoride therapy has 
been regarded as particularly 
valuable to children, it now ap­ 
pears that young adults can bene­ 
fit too. A triple-agent stannous 
fluoride treatment, used in the 
UJS. Navy and Army, has pro­ 
duced dramatic cuts in tooth 
decay. Regarded as the most ad­ 
vanced form of preventive den­ 
tistry available, this treatment 
consists of cleaning the teeth 
with a stannous fluoride paste 
and then applying a stannous 
fluoride solution to the surface 
of the teeth. This is reinforced 
with daily brushing with a stan­ 
nous fluoride toothpaste. 
EV EN T U A LLY : A VACCINE? 
Phosphates as well as other 
forms of fluorides are also be­ 
ing tested for use in toothpastes, 
chewing gums, and mouthwashes. 
Promising results are report­ 
ed for a clear plastic which, when 
applied twice a year to the teeth 
of a group of schoolchildren, 
reduced cavities by 87 percent. 
The real pot of gold at the end 
of the dental research rainbow 
would be a vaccine to immunize 
everyone against tooth decay. 
So far, this is still a dream, 
but the dream has a realistic 
foundation. Scientists have found 
that tooth decay in animals is an 
infectious, 
transmissible 
di - 
sease caused by streptococci. 
REDUCING DENTAL 
CHAIR BLU ES 
Perhaps the most spectacular 
development in dentistry, and 
certainly the most welcome, is 
the high-speed drill that has be­ 
come a fixture in almost every 
office in the past ten years. The 
endless, brain-rattling drilling 
that made dentists such ogres 
is an ordeal of the past. These 
drills operate at speeds of sev­ 
eral thousand rpm (rotations per 
minute) compared to the old- 
fashioned, hand-driven 20,000 - 
50,000 rpm drills. 


Your time in a dental chair 
can now be quite bearable. Ix 
you quail at receiving a local 
anestetic by needle, your den­ 
tist can use a jet injection de­ 
vice. Or you can be lulled into 
a pain-free state by listening to 
a combination of “ white” wa- 
terfall-like sound and your choice 
of music, a soothing mixture 
known 
as 
“ audio analgesia.” 
Some dentists are taking train­ 
ing courses in hypnotic tech­ 
niques, which can be used to 
make 
fearful 
patients 
more 
amenable to conventional ane­ 
sthesia. 
FILLIN G M ATERIA LS: 
CONTINUING SEARCH 
The ideal filling material has 
still not been found. Silver amal­ 
gam is the most popular but 
gold foil, powdered gold, and sili­ 
cates are also used. The goal, 
which Dr. Ralph Phillips of the 
University of Indiana believes 
will be reached in the next few 
years, is to find a synthetic ma­ 
terial that will adhere to the 
tooth structure and prevent any 
leakage around fillings. 
One of the important changes in 
recent years is a shift in em­ 
phasis: from eradicating decay 
as quickly as possible toward 
saving teeth even at a consider­ 
able cost in time, labor and 
money. That is why root canal 
work has assumed such import­ 
ance. Teeth in which the nerves 
were infected used to be doomed 
to extraction. Now the injured or 
dead nerve is tediously removed, 
the root canal is filled, and the 
tooth remains in place. 
When 
extraction 
is unavoid­ 
able, porcelain-fused • to-metal 
is widely used. It looks better and 
lasts longer than plastic teeth. 
Some dentists have developeda 
technique 
for transplanting a 
tooth from one part of a pa­ 
tient’s mouth to another part 
where it may be more needed. 
Dr. Ralph Mezrow, of the Al­ 
bert Einstein Medical Center in 
Philadelphia, uses teeth from a 
“ tooth bank” to fill gaps. Un­ 
fortunately, “ foreign” teeth are 
usually rejected sooner or later. 
So • called

who need extensive work in their

The photographer who doesn’t 
want the bother taken out of 
picture-taking can also have a 
high degree of success. He car­ 
ries a separate exposure meter, 
treats it 
with reverence, and 
bases every exposure on its read­ 
ings. 
Whether he chooses the auto­ 
matic route or places faith in a 
separate exposure 
meter, the 
photographer can expect results 
satisfying enough to sustain his 
interest in pictures. There may 
seem to be no compelling reason 
to master the subject of ex­ 
posure. And, yet, a willingness 
to experiment - a willingness to 
learn a little more about the 
ingredients of correct exposure 
— can raise your level of satis­ 
faction and intensify your in­ 
terest in picture-taking. 
Correct 
exposure is often a 
matter of personal taste and 
preference; 
you 
might prefer 
your slides a little darker or a 
little lighter. Correct exposure 
sometimes can be achieved only 
by making an adjustment in the 
meter reading, as in the case of 
a scene with strong backlighting. 


Yet the exposure meter is of 
little value for many enticing 
pictures — subjects in which the 
light source is part of the pic­ 
ture, such as a portrait by can­ 
dlelight or a sunset where the 
sun is visible.

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variety of films and helps you 
understand how films of differ­ 
ent speed, or light sensitivity, 
handle the same picture situation. 
In addition to a calculator for day­ 
light exposures, the Snapshot Di­ 
al also has a PH ash Dial on the 
Try experimenting by making 
test exposures in order to study 
the practical results.

Old Dick, the family 
do g, alo ng. Two weeks later, 
Old Dick disappeared. Letters 
fro m the o ld neighbo rho o d later 
bro ught news o f his return. He 
ev idently co uld no t adjust him­ 
self to his new env iro nment. 
A much mo re remarkable case 
o ccurred when J o hn T. Ho o k, 
America’s fo remo st trainer o f 
saddle ho rses, had his stables 
o n the Paris fair gro unds. He 
so ld a fine ho rse to a custo mer 
in Mo ntana, to who m he gav e a 
do g the man had taken a fancy 
to . Ho rse and do g, with an at- 
tendent in charge, were shipped 
to Mo ntana by train. The attend­ 
ant returned by train the fo il o wing 
week. Three mo nths later, to 
Ho o k’s great amazement, the do g, 
fo o tso re and lean, but barking 
jo y o usly ,

Thus, millio ns o f o ld Do bbins 
which o therwise wo uld liv e liv es 
o f leisure in lush bluegrass pas­ 
tures, go o n fo o t into city ab- 
bato irs, and co me o ut in cans. 
Buy ers pay P/2 cents a po und 
fo r the ho rse. As the do g fo o d 
he is a so urce o f great pro fit 
fo r a new industry . 
In the pre-do g-fo o d era, the 
do g was ex pected to get his 
liv ing o n scraps fro m the fam­ 
ily table. It was an era in which 
ev ery bo dy had meat three times 
a day and in which scraps were 
mo re plentiful. Ho wev er, if the 
family do g failed to satisfy his 
appetite fro m the pan at his o wn 
back do o r he wo uld get addi­ 
tio nal 
supplies fro m neighbo r­ 
ho o d do gs he was able to whip 
away fro m what they had been 
giv en. 
The mo st despised indiv idual 
in ev ery co mmunity is the do g 
po iso ner. 
Being 
a v illain and 
sneak by nature, he spreads his 
bait by trickery and stealth while 
the family is away fro m ho me. 
Usually the do g giv es him a 
play ful receptio n and licks the 
hand that is abo ut to slay it. 
Then, hav ing gained the do g’s 
co nfidence, he plants his po i­ 
so ned meat and sneaks ho me to 
glo at o v er what is abo ut to hap­ 
pen.

THE CUSPIDOR ERA 
When I was a bo y nearly ev ery 
ho me had two o r three cus­ 
pido rs. Cleaning 
them 
was a 
daily task fo r wiv es and mo thers 
because the breadwinners had 
do ne a lo t o f chewing and spit­ 
ting 
during 
the day . In the 
parlo r o f nearly ev ery ho me 
there was a fine china cuspido r. 
It was fo r o rnamental purpo ses 
o nly . 
My 
o lder sisters, who 
had a go o d many beaux , had a 
cuspido r that was hand-painted 
in 
a 
mo ss 
ro se design. All 
went well until a bo y ho o d friend 
o f my father came do wn fo r a 
v isit while in Paris o ne night. 
There was much ho rro r and great 
indignatio n amo ng the wo men fo lk 
when he to o k a chew o f to bacco 
and began spitting in that cus­ 
pido r. They nev er fo rgav e him 
fo r his 
lack 
o f etiquette and 
go o d manners. 


Here in my ho me to wn there 
was a time when sty le autho r­ 
ities decreed lo ng trains fo r 


dresses the wo men wo re. These 
trains dragged alo ng to the rear 
as wearers walked do wn a side­ 
walk, sweeping up all the filth 
and trash, 
including what had 
been ex pecto rated thereo n bv to ­ 
bacco 
chewers. 
In 
self-pro ­ 
tectio n, the wo men bullied the 
city autho rities into enacting an 
inti • spitting o rdinance. Abo ut 
that time sty les switched fro m 
trains 
to sho e • to p length, 
whereupo n the wo men lo st in­ 
terest 
in 
their o rdinance. It 
was nev er enfo rced. 
WHEN GAME WAS PLENTIFUL 
When I was a bo y rabbit hunting 
was the spo rt o f spo rts fo r bo y s. 
H av i n g neither sho tguns o r 
rifles, the hunting was do ne with 
do gs. 
At that time mo st o f the co un­ 
try 
was 
still in timber and 
clearing was go ing o n in ev ery 
directio n. Brush piles fro m tho se 
clearings were scattered all o v er 
the landscape. They were fav o r­ 
ite refuges fo r rabbits. 
The fun wo uld start when a 
bo y wo uld mo unt a brush pile 
and giv e it a v igo ro us shake. 
Any rabbits underneath it wo uld 
immediately dash o ut into the 
o pen, whereupo n the do gs and 
bo y s 
wo uld 
giv e 
chase. Fo r 
plain, clean, unadulterated spo rt 
this so rt had few equals. Fright­ 
ened o ut o f its wits by sho uts 
o f the bo y s and y elps o f the 
do gs, the po o r rabbit wo uld so o n 
take co v er in ano ther brush pile 
and ev entually , all wo rn o ut, 
wo uld be cav .ght ana killed by 
o ne o f the do gs. 
Occasio nally 
a 
rabbit wo uld 
take refuge in a ho llo w tree. 
There were two way s to get him 
o ut. One was to insert into the 
tree o pening a slender po le, o ne 
end o f which was fo rked. This 
end wo uld be pushed upward un­ 
til it came in co ntact with the 
rabbit, whereupo n 
the bo y at 
the o ther end wo uld turn it gently 
until it had a go o d ho ld in the 
fur, fo llo wing which the strug­ 
gling rabbit co uld be pulled o ut 
and killed. Ano ther way was to 
smo ke him o ut. A small fire 
in damp leav es serv ed this pur­ 
po se. 
The dense smo ke wo uld 
blind and cho ke the animal un­ 
til it dro pped to the o pening 
and was taken in hand. 
The co untry abo unded w i t h 
game at that tirr.a. This was due 
to the fact that hunters had no th­ 
ing o ther than nuzzle lo ading 
sho tguns. With pump guns like 
tho se no w in use twenty o r mo re 
sho ts can be fired where o ne was 
po ssible with muzzle lo aders. 
Game had a much better chance 
than at present. In additio n to 
quail, 
squirrels 
and 
rabbits, 
there was 
a 
plentiful 
supply 
o f prairie chickens, pheasants 
and wild turkey . 
Old-timers used to tell bey s 
ho w they captured who le dro v es 
o f turkey s, quail o r prairie chick­ 
ens by digging a ditch fro m o ut­ 
side o f a barn o r o utho use to 
the inside, so wing it with grain 
o r co rn. The birds, they stated, 
wo uld to ll o w the line o t co rn 
and find themselv es inside a 
building fro m which they nev er 
wo uld escape by the way they 
came in. Instead, acco rding to 
the o ld-timers, the birds wo uld 
go to ro o st and fall easy prey 
to the farmer when he sho wed 
up with his lantern befo re day ­ 
light the nex t mo rning. These 
sto ries may hav e been true and 
again they may no t. 
Netting quail, I happen to kno w 
fro m bo y ho o d ex periences o ut o n 
the farm o f Uncle J ack McGee, 
fo r who m I was named, was no t 
o nly po ssible but a v ery co mmo n 
practice. 
Uncle J ack wo uld set the n*t, 
which was a lo ng funnel fro m 
which wo v en wings ex tended far 
o ut o n either side, placing it 
o n o ne side o f a wo o ds pas­ 
ture, fro nting to wards the o ther 
side. Then, mo unted o n ho rses, 
we wo uld go to the far side 
and begin slo wly riding back and 
fo rth, as tho ugh lo o king fo r lo st 


sto ck, but all the while edging 
a bit nearer to the net. To 
co mplete the deceit that was be­ 
ing practiced o n the birds, the 
riders did a lo t o f whistling and 
singing. In due time a co v ey , 
so metimes two o r three co nv ey s, 
wo uld be disco v ered. Ev identl 
unafraid o f the men o r ho rses, 
o r at least no t sufficiently so to 
take wing, the quail wo uld run 
a sho rt distance in the pro per 
directio n, then settle do wn again, 
o nly to repeat the perfo rmance 
as the ho rses and riders came 
alo ng 
o n ano ther 
lap. Ev en­ 
tually , if all went well, the birds 
wo uld find themselv es in fro nt 
o f the net o r its wings. No t 
being able to get past the wings 
witho ut fly ing, they wo uld walk 
alo ng until the funnel was reached 
and undertake to fo llo w it to 
safety , whereupo n the hunters 
wo uld clo se in, capture them 
aliv e and pull their heads o ff. 
Occasio nally ev ery thing wo uld be 
spo iled by 
a 
nerv o us 
rabbit 
that wo uld suddenly take to its 
heels and frighten the birds into 
flight, o r o ccasio nally o ne o f the 
driv ers wo uld beco me o v er ea­ 
ger and do se in just befo re the 
birds had entered the funnel. 
At that time a few wild pig­ 
eo ns co uld still be seen in this 
lo cality . 
They 
were 
the last 
remmants o f flo cks o nce so v ast 
that the sun wo uld be darkened 
as they passed o v er the land­ 
scape. My father and mo ther 
co uld 
recall 
tho se 
v ast mi­ 
gratio ns, say ing the pigeo ns were 
slaughtered by the wago n lo ads 
by v o lley s peo ple wo uld fire in­ 
to them as they passed a bit 
to o lo w o v erhead. Altho ugh hun­ 
dreds o f millio ns o f tho se beau­ 
tiful pigeo ns made regular mi­ 
gratio ns no t mo re than 75 y ears 
ago , no t so much as o ne can 
no w be fo und any where in the 
Western wo rld. Since man first 
began to make weapo ns beseems 
to hav e labo red with a mania to 
kill and slay any wild thing, 
so metimes fo r fo o d, but mo re 
o ften just fo r the fun o f killing.
